That  We  intend  to  make  War  againft 
Our  Parliament  5  We  profefle  before 
God  ,  and  declare  to  all  the  World, 
That  We  alwayes  have ,  and  do  abhor 
all  fuch  Defignes,and  defire  all  Our  Nobility  and  Coun- 
cell  ,  who  are  here  upon  th«  place  3  to  declare  whether 
they  have  not  been  witnefles  of  Our  frequent  and  earn- 
ed Declarations  and  Profeffions  to  this  purpofe  5  whe- 
ther they  fee  any  colour  of  Preparations,  orCounfels 
that  might  reatonably  beget  a  belief  of  any  fuch  De-
